T o-day is the six ty-seventh anniversary o f 
Gen. Grant’s birthday. 
He was bo rn in 1822 
at l’o int Pleasant, Ohio . 
He died at Mt 
McGrego r, near Sarato ga, July 23, 1885. He 
is buried in New Yo rk, where his memo ry is 
being pro perly celebrated to -day, but where 
no mo nument lias been erected in his ho no r. 
It is a co mfo rt to reflect that he do es no t need 
o ne to immo rtalize his name. 


T he rain o f yesterday was very severe 
so uthward. 
At Baltimo re the fall was 3.48 
inches, at Washingto n 2.68 and at New Yo rk

Dr. Holt declared that there was general 
iin 10ranee of the symptoms of arsenical 
poisoning, and claimed that because of this 
ignorance the Robinson poisoning cases had 
gone 011 without arousing suspicions on the 
part of medical men. 
There were, lie said, 
at least eight cases of criminal poisoning; 
seven occurred within five years, and in one 
family, and the oilier was that of a relative. 
The cases were all treated by physicians of 
large practice, prominent in the profession, 
and yet no suspicion of arsenical poisoning 
was aroused until an organization in which 
the victims were insured tried to determine 
by investigation why so many per.so is died 
suddenly in this family. 
In support of his statement as to the igno­ 
rance of medical men of the symptoms of 
arsenical poisoning, the doctor remarked that 
certificates of death were given in live of the

It is imp ossible lo undertake any real re­ 
form without trenching on somebody s inter­ 
ests or selfishness. 
Jiigh license halts in New 
Y ork because Gov. Hill 1ms staked his p oliti­ 
cal fortunes on the saloons. 
TJallot reform 
cannot be accomp lished because the Demo­ 
cratic p arty was disap p ointed at the result of 
its “ camp aign of intellect 
last year, and 
would like another op p ortunity to win by the 


old methods. 
The Vanderbilts have undertaken to reduce 
the number of their Sunday trains in order to 
discourage Sunday travel and traffic and give 
their emp loyes the day7 of rest that is conceded 
to be necessary in every other dep artm ent of 
lalwir. 
The movem ent was hailed with sur 
p rise, for it was uot sup p osed that a V ander­ 
bilt 
could 
be 
induced 
to p ut 
high 
m oral considerations 
ahead 
of business, 
and 
confess 
that 
there 
was 
enough 
soul in a great corp oration to make a gener­ 
ous sacrifice in behalf of tired hum anity. No 
Stbbath movement yet attemp ted p romises 
to l>c more far reaching and beneficial than 
this. 
It is worth a> iillion sermons on Sab 
b ith observance p reached to church-goers 
‘ who need no rep entance.” 
It will soon 
be 
extended 
to all 
the 
great 
railway 
systems of the United States. 
And other in­ 
terests will be affected favorably, for the 
barber shop , the meat m arket and the saloon 
will have their argum ents in favor of keep ­ 
ing op en doors weakened by the action of the 
Vanderbilt corp oration. 
The announcement 
was welcomed so cordially7 and universally 
that everybody ap p eared to be p leased. 
Rut in the New York Su n of this morning 
a gentleman who signs himself “ Philip G. 
Peabody, 18 Litchfield Street, Boston,” enters 
his p rotest. 
He has been a stockholder in the 
Central railroad for ten years, and has seen 
the stock drop from over 155 to about 88. He 
finds fault with a good m any details of the 
management before he comes to the Sunday 
question, 
lie attacks Mr Vanderbilt on this 
p oint because the change is made, not for 
economical reasons, but “ to help the cause 
of religion or his own social standing.” 
To 
accomp lish this he asserts that a heavy tax is 
being levied on the C entral’s stockholders, 
and that the emp loyes arc also to lose about 
17 p er cent of their incomes. 
He thinks “ in 
case of loss resulting to the stockholders 
from it, those resp onsible can be held p erson 
ally liable in accordance with well known 
legal p rincip les.” 
We refer to .Mr. Peabody’s argum ents, not 
to answer them, but to furnish an instance of 
the difficulties that stand in the way of every 
reform movement. 
Mr. Peabody lives in 
Massachusetts, where Sunday restriction is 
so thorough that m any of the railroads do not 
move a wheel on that day, but he thinks there 
should be no Sunday restriction in New York. 
He feels outraged because of his fear that the 
value of his stock is to be affected, just as 
Gov. Hill feels outraged by the p rop osition 
for high license because his p olitical stock in 
trade would be in danger of dep reciation by 
a diminution of the num ber of saloons. 
And 
Mr. Peabody even looks for redress from the 
laws of New Y ork,'ignorant, evidently, of 
the fact that this state has laws for Sunday 
observance as well as Massachusetts, and that 
Mr. Vanderbilt becomes more of a law-abid­ 
ing citizen by his action than he ever was be­ 
fore. 
The effect will not be injurious to Mr. P ea­ 
body's stock or Mr. V anderbilt’s business. 
The New England roads p ay as liberal divi­ 
dends, as other roads, and are not p atronized 
the less because of their better regard for the 
Sabbath. 
M erchants and ship p ers will soon 
adap t themselves to the changed conditions, 
while the railroads will enlarge their facilities 
so that the business of seven days can be 
done in six. 
An excep tion m ust of course 
be made for the safety of p erishable freight, 
but this will be taken care of. 
In sp ite of the loud dem ands for a “ conti­ 
nental Sabbath,” and the sneers at the bigo­ 
try of American p uritam sm , the Sabbath is 
gaining ground in the affections of the A m er­ 
ican p eop le. 
W hile m any may not observe 
it religiously, the conviction grows w ith the 
grow ing intelligence of the masses, that it is 
absolutely necessary as a day of rest. 
The 
V anderbilts' will be sustained because the 
sentim ent of the p eop le is on the side of the 
Sabbath. 


BALLOT REFORM IN OKLAHOMA. 


W hile the question of ballot reform is agi­ 
tating many states, and various systems more 
or less comp lex are suggested, it is not worth 
while to overlook the method adop ted at 
G uthrie City yesterday for the election of 
M ayor. 
There were 10,(MX) citizens to vote, 
and neither p olling p lace nor ballot boxes had 
been p rep ared. 
A sim p ler 
and 
quicker 
m ethod was soon agreed up on. 
There were 
three candidates to he voted for, H oggett,H ill 
and Kelly, and three straight lines three feet 
ap art were m arked out, and the sup p orters of 
each told to take their p laces on one of the 
lines. A rushing m ighty wind came and broke 
up the election before 
the result could 
be declared. 
B ut the same p lan will be tried 
again to-day. 
W hen the men are all ranged 
in their resp ective lines, the length of each 
will be measured, and the successful candi 
date will be declared elected by a m ajority of 
a certain number of feet. 
The op p ortunities for fraud are reduced to 
a minimum by this arrangement. 
As the 
men are p laced in file, one before the other, 
the man with the large stomach would of 
co urse outvote his gaunt neighbor in the op 
p ositeline, but why should he not ? 
He is a 
larg er and more imp ortant citizen, covering 
mo re ground, consuming more food, wear­ 
ing more clothing, and thus contributing more 
larg ely to the emp loyment of labor, the activ 
ity o f trade, and the taxes that maintain the 
g o v ernment. It is the only method vet dc 
v ised by which the citizen can cast a vote 
co mmensurate with his imp ortance. 
The op ­ 
po rtunity for fraud is afforded only by nn ar­ 
tificial distensio n o f the sto mach, as actors 
so metimes put on garments much too large 
and stuff them with cotton or rags to give 
them the ap p earance o f corp ulency. 
But if a 
ho t day is cho sen for the election this is not 
lik ely to pro v e 
a p op ular method of cheating. 
One o f the beneficial results will be a division 
o f po litical forces on new lines. 
Politicians 
will be mo st eager to court the favor of the 
party o f big sto machs and the p arty o f long 
feet. 
Hence beer and leather will beco me the 
leading subjects fo r fav o rable leg islatio n. 
O f co urse bribery 
will be impo ssible, 
fo r 
the 
discipline 
o f 
the 
line 
will 


be p erfect. 
No 
man 
will 
be 
allowed 
to turn to the voter behind him and try to 
corrup t his vote, or to whisp er tem p tation to 
the one in front. 
Neither will he be able to 
p ass from man to man distributing green­ 
backs or standard dollars, for his own p lace 
will be in the line if he w ould not forfeit his 
vote. 
There is a great moral advantage in 
taking the entire ballot in a single mom ent. 
The bulldozer m ust be quick in his w ork,and 
the man of “ influence ” will lie of little ac­ 
count. 
A nd so dem ocratic is the p lan that 
the fat bar tender would count even more 
than the dim inutive Jay Gould. 
Gov. Hill p robably regrets that this p lan 
had not been devised before he drew7 the Lin- 
son bill. 
It is a dep arture from our old and 
ineffective methods so novel and so radical 
that a great many p eop le would be attracted 
by it. 
N ot the least among its m erits is the 
fact that the victors, as soon as the result was 
announced, wculd be arranged for a trium ­ 
p hal p rocession. 
The 
vanquished could 
kindly be p erm itted to break ranks and go 
home. 


A BIG DA Y'S WORK. 


The Senate did a hard day’s work for New 
York city yesterday by p assing all the bills 
sep t to it by the Assembly for the im p rove­ 
ment of the municip al governm ent. 
T he hill 
to increase the num ber of Police Justices 
from eleven to fifteen was p assed by a vote 
of 27 to 2. 
The bill to wip e out the p resent 
P ark Commission and substitute for it a 
Commission of two members, one a Dem ocrat 
and the other a Rep ublican, was p assed 27 to 
2. 
The bill to wip e out the p resent Police 
Commission and ap p oint two Commissioners, 
a 
Rep ublican 
and 
a 
Dem ocrat, 
was 
p a« sed, 19 to 2. 
Then the rap id transit bill 
was p assed, 19 to 1. 
The Commission bills 
will have the effect of p utting the County 
Democracy entirely out of p ower in the city 
governm ent, and is condemned by that fac­ 
tion as a deal between Tam m any and the Re­ 
p ublicans, by which the latter take the p rofits 
that form erly w7ent to the "C o un ties.” 
As 
there are but two County Dem ocrats in the 
Senate the bills are quite sure to become 
laws, either by the G overnor’s ap p roval or 
their p assage over his veto. 


PUBLIC OPINION. 


The question is still unanswered why D em ­ 
ocrats should resist an election bill which ap ­ 
p lies equally to all voters and which the Re­ 
p ublican and the Labor p arties are w illing to 
accep t.— Sew Yo rk Wo rld . 


The Rep ublican Senators were solid for the 
excise bill with the excep tion of W orth of 
Brooklyn. 
He deserted his p arty on au issue 
that has come to stay.

SURD A Y RAILROADING. 


It is impossible to undertake any real re­ 
form without trenching on somebody's inter­ 
ests or selfishness, 
ilig h license halts in New 
York because Gov. H ill 1ms staked his politi­ 
cal fortunes on the saloons. 
Ballot reform 
cannot be accomplished because the Demo­ 
cratic party was disappointed at the result of 
its “ campaign of intellect 
last year, and 
would like another opportunity to win by the 
old methods. 
The Vanderbilts have undertaken to reduce 
the number of their Sunday trains in order to 
discourage Sunday travel and traffic and give 
their employes the day of rest that is conceded 
to be necessary in every' other departm ent of 
lalmr. 
The movement was hailed with sur­ 
prise, for it was not supposed that a Vander­ 
bilt 
could 
be 
induced 
to put 
high 
moral considerations 
ahead 
of business, 
and 
confess 
that 
there 
was 
enough 
soul in a great corporation to make a gener­ 
ous sacrifice in behalf of tired hum anity. No 
Sabbath movement yet attempted promises 
to l>e more far-reaching and beneficial than 
this. 
It is worth a^nillion sermons on Sab- 
b ith observance preached to church-goers 
'• who need no repentance.” 
It will soon 
be 
extended 
to all 
the 
great railway 
systems of the United States. 
And other in­ 
terests will be affected favorably, for the 
barber shop, the meat m arket and the saloon 
will have their argum ents in favor of keep­ 
ing open doors weakened by the action of the 
Vanderbilt corporation. 
The announcement 
was welcomed so cordially and universally 
that every body appeared to be pleased. 
But in the New York Sun of this morning 
a gentleman who signs himself “ Philip G. 
Peabody, IS Litchfield Street, Boston,” enters 
his protest. 
He has been a stockholder in the 
Central railroad for ten years, and has seen 
the stock drop from over 155 to about S3. He 
finds fault with a good many details of the 
management before he comes to the Sunday 
quedion. 
He attacks Mr. Vanderbilt on this 
point because the change is made, not for 
economical reasons, but “ to help the cause 
of religion or his own social standing.” To 
accomplish this he asserts that a heavy tax is 
being levied on the Central’s stockholders, 
and that the employes arc also to lose about 
17 per cent of their incomes, 
lie thinks “ in 
case of loss resulting to the stockholders 
from it, those responsible oau be held person 
ally liable in accordance w ith well known 
legal principles.” 
We refer to Mr. Peabody’s arguments, not 
to answer them, but to furnish an instance of 
the difficulties that stand in the way of every 
reform movement. 
Mr. Peabody lives in 
Massachusetts, where Sunday restriction is 
so thorough that many of the railroads do not 
move a wheel on that day, but he thinks there 
should be no Sunday restriction in New York. 
He feels outraged because of his fear that the 
value of his stock is to be affected, just 
Gov. Hill feels outraged by the proposition 
for high license because his political stock in 
trade would lie in danger of depreciation by 
a diminution of the num ber of saloons. 
And 
Mr. Peabody even looks for redress from the 
laws of New Y ork,'ignorant, evidently, of 
the fact that this state has laws for Sunday 
observance as well as Massachusetts, and that 
Mr. Vanderbilt becomes more of a law-abid 
ing citizen by his action than he ever was be 
fore. 
The effect will not be injurious to Mr. Pea 
body’s stock or Mr. V anderbilt’s business 
The New’ England roads pay as liberal divi 
dends, as other roads, and are not patronized 
the less because of their better regard for the 
Sabbath. 
M erchants and shippers will soon 
adapt themselves to the changed conditions 
while the railroads will enlarge their facilitic 
so that the business of seven days can be 
done in six. 
An exception m ust of course 
be made for the safety of perishable freight 
but this will be taken care of. 
In spite of the loud dem ands for a “ conti 
nental Sabbath,” and the sneers at the bigo 
try of American puritanism , the Sabbath is 
gaining ground in the affections of the Amer 
ican people. 
W hile m any may not observe 
it religiously, the conviction grows with the 
growing intelligence of the masses, that it is 
absolutely necessary as a day of rest. 
The 
Vanderbilts' will be sustained because the 
sentiment of the people is on the side of the 
Sabbath.

corrupt his vote, or to whisper temptation to 
the one in front. 
Neither will he be able to 
puss from man to man distributing green­ 
backs or standard dollars, for his own place 
will be in the line if he w ould not forfeit his 
vote. 
There is a great moral advantage in 
taking the entire ballot in a single moment. 
The bulldozer m ust be quick in his w ork,aud 
the man of “ influence” will be of little ac­ 
count.

Gov. Hill probably regrets that this plan 
had not been devised before he drew the Lin- 
son bill. 
It is a departure from our old and 
ineffective methods so novel and so radical 
that a great many people would be attracted 
by it. 
N ot the least am ong its merits is the 
fact that the victors, as soon as the result was 
announced, wculd be arranged for a trium ­ 
phal procession. 
T he 
vanquished could 
kindly be perm itted to break ranks and go 
home. 


BA LLO T REFORM IN OKLAHOMA. 


A BIG DA Y'S WORK. 


The Senate did a hard day’s work for New 
York city yesterday by passing all the bills 
sept to it by the Assembly for the improve­ 
ment of the m unicipal government. 
The bill 
to increase the num ber of Police .Justices 
from eleven to fifteeu was passed by a vote 
of 27 to 2. 
The bill to wipe out the present 
P ark Commission and substitute for it a 
Commission of two members, one a Democrat 
and the other a Republican, w’as passed 27 to 
2. 
The bill to wipe out the present Police 
Commission and appoint two Commissioners, 
Republican 
and 
a 
Democrat, 
was 
passed, 19 to 2. 
Then the rapid transit bill 
was passed, 19 to 1. 
The Commission bills 
will have the effect of putting the County 
Democracy entirely’ out of power in the city’ 
government, and is condemned by that fac­ 
tion as a deal between Tam m any and the Re­ 
publicans, by which the latter take the profits 
that formerly w-ent to the “ Counties.” 
As 
there are but two County Democrats in the 
Senate the bills are quite sure to become 
laws, either by the Governor’s approval or 
their passage over his veto. 


W hile the question of ballot reform is agi 
tating many states, and various svstems more 
or less complex are suggested, it is not worth 
while to overlook the method adopted at 
Guthrie City yesterday for the election of 
Mayor. 
There were 10,000 citizens to vote 
and neither polling place nor ballot boxes had 
been prepared. 
A sim pler 
and 
quicker 
method was soon agreed upon. 
There were 
three candidates to be voted for, Hoggett,Hill 
and Kelly, and three straight lines three feet 
apart were m arked out, and the supporters of 
each told to take their places on one of the 
lines. A rushing m ighty wind came and broke 
up the election before 
the result could 
be declared. 
But the same plan will be tried 
again to-day. 
W hen the men are all ranged 
in their respective lines, the length of each 
will be measured, and the successful candi­ 
date will be declared elected by a majority of 
a certain num ber of feet. 
The opportunities for fraud are reduced to 
a minimum by this arrangement. 
As the 
men are placed in file, one before the other, 
the man with the large stomach would of 
course outvote his gaunt neighbor in the op­ 
posite line, but why should he not ? 
He is a 
larger and more important citizen, covering 
more ground, consuming more food, wear­ 
ing more clothing, and thus contributing more 
largely to the employment of labor, the activ­ 
ity of trade, and the taxes that maintain the 
government. 
It is the only method yet de­ 
vised by which the citizen can cast a vote 
commensurate with his importance. 
The op­ 
portunity for fraud is afforded only by an ar­ 
tificial distension of the stomach, as actors 
sometimes put on garments much too large 
and stuff them with cotton or rags to give 
them the appearance of corpulency. 
But if a 
hot day is chosen for the election this is not 
likely to prove a popular method of cheating. 
One of the beneficial results will be a division 
o f political forces on new lines. 
Politicians 
will be most eager to court the favor of the 
party of big stomachs and the party of long 
feet. 
Hence beer and leather will become the 
leading subjects for favorable legislation.

WESTWARD HO ! 
“ ’B ill N ye,’ in a late article, m akes a fear­ 
ful pun on that old expression, ‘ W estward, 
H o !’ 
He 
speaks of 
Nebraska farm ers 
tickling the ground with the hoe, then w ick ­ 
edly 
adds 
in parenthesis, 
‘ the westward 
ho.’ 
But Colorado soil as yet responds very 
feebly to the tickling of the hoe. It does not 
respond with laughing, blossoming face to 
either the light or heavy touches o f this fa ­ 
mous 
‘ W estward 
ho.’ 
That is, speaking 
generally. 
If it had irrigation it would lie a 
perfect soil. 
This is proved by the beautiful 
gardens and lawns in Denver, where the citi­ 
zens have managed to secure a bountiful sup­ 
ply of water. 
Who knows but that five 
years from now Congress may lmve enriched 
this vast territory of Western N ebraska and 
Kansas, and Eastern Colorado, by streams of 
water brought from the Missouri or some 
other quarter ? 
The possibilties o f the West 
are immeasurable.” 


A HEALTH SANITARIUM. 
“ Denver! Thirty years ago who knew that 
name? 
T o day who does not know it? 
it is 
now not only the synonym of w ealth and 
progress, but more than all else it is filling 
the hearts of thousands of pale consumptives 
with hopes of health and life. 
To-day 
Colorado, and more particularly Denver, is a 
vast sanitarium, rapidly filling up w ith hosts 
of Eastern invalids. 
One cannot w alk the 
streets of Denver without meeting a cough­ 
ing victim. 
Is this an unhealthful place? 
the stranger is tempted to ask. 
B ut a few 
months’ residence shows him the glories of 
its climate, 
lie sees friend after friend, who 
had been given up by the doctors in the East, 
living here in health and happiness. 
The 
caution must always be thrown in, however, 
that one must come before the last spark of 
hope is out. 
W here is this Denve", and is it 
like Eastern cities in any particular? 
Is it 
not a frontier raining town with the np- 
purtenauces thereof, such as frequent shoot­ 
ing, 
gambling, 
etc.? So asks 
the 
New- 
Yorker. 
W ell, 
my 
sluggish 
Eastern 
friend, the simple fact is, that you are behind 
the times. 
W hile you have been sleeping 
away the years of your youth, a country, 
whose hills teem with precious metals, has 
sprung up slep by step the steep stairw ay of 
progress. 
Yesterday she was a rough min­ 
ing camp. 
To-day she is a Peekskill m ili­ 
tary camn, a Catskill mountain picnic party. 
To-day she is a country of homes, churches 
and schools, the like of which the Ehst has 
not. 
Again I say this is generally speaking. 
A ny sensible person knows that there must 
be back villages and towns which yet retain 
a degree of the old rough life. 
B ut I speak 
nowT of the representative cities and towns 
of Denver, o f I’urblo, of Colorado Springs, 
and— I may surprise you— of Leadville. Yes. 
Leadviile, so great are the strides of this 
State, that to-day, that City which six or 
eight years ago was the nest of m urderers 
and gamblers, is a City the size of Kingston, 
and I do not lower Kingston, but rather com ­ 
pliment it, by saying Leadville is its equal in 
wealth and culture. 
And why shouldn’t this 
lie ? 
W hat did I say in the beginning of this 
letter about Colorado being a sanitarian— 
the continental resort ? 
This is just the rea­ 
son. 
Y our Eastern invalids of w ealth and 
taste flock 
here with those qualities, and 
they are m aking Colorado’s capital a para­ 
dise of culture. 
I, like most Easterners, 
came vaguely expecting to see herds o f buf­ 
falo roaming the plains wifh how ling painted 
Indians at their heels. I even hesitated about 
bringing my stock of high collars, stiff hats 
and cutaway suits, for fear the jolly cowboy 
would make windows in m y chest. 
W hat 
did I find ? 
A people of even more stylish 
dress than in the East; a city of the highest 
culture, 
where 
the greatest players and 
operas make their longest and most apprecia­ 
ted runs; and not an Iudian or buffalo in 
sight. 
Disappointing, wasn’t it? 
B ut I am 
determined not to be disappointed. 
There 
are some Indians a few hundred m iles from 
here surviving— yes, that is the word, surviv­ 
ing, but scarcely moving— on Government 
support. 
These I am bound to see if it takes 
m y last cent. 
I learn also that there is a 
stuffed buffalo in the Smithsonian Institute 
at W ashington, which I shall see even at the 
expense of a special trip. 
Mere Indians and 
buffalos are not going to knock m y boyish 
dreams in the head so easily as they mav 
think.” 


A COMPARISON. 
‘ ‘Denver is compared to W ashington, and I 
am inclined to accept the comparison. 
Like 
that famous Capital,her streets are broad and 
distances magnificent. 
Every street is bor­ 
dered with trees, a fact all the more rem ark­ 
able when we consider the former aridness of 
the soil, and back of these trees, in the midst 
of the prettiest gardens, stand elegant modern 
residences of every conceivable form o f arch­ 
itecture. 
The architect's seem to have had 
powers plenipotentiary, and to have used 
them. 
There is not a style which one can­ 
not see ou these handsome avenues. 
Rom an­ 
esque, Queen Anne, Gothic, all are here. 
The school buildings and churches are mod­ 
els, and the best of all is that every building 
in the City is either of brick or stone. 
O f 
course wood is more ditiicult to get than these 
materials, for which I feel thankful. 
Some 
Am erican cities seem doomed to short life by 
their flimsy structures. 
Denver m ay escape 
that by her substantial buildings.” 


WITH EYES OF IMAGINATION. 
“ I sit here by m y window in a large build­ 
ing to the east ot the City. 
Looking east­ 
ward one can see the vast prairie stretching 
out before him for miles until the 
horizon 
stops his gaze. 
Then with the eyes of his 
imagination he can continue the view for hun­ 
dreds and hundreds of miles, aw ay beyond 
the ‘ Father of W aters’ until the low’ hills 
and pleasant valleys of Ohio are seen, then, 
looking on s ill further, his eyes fall upon 
those delightful and eool Catskills, w ith the 
‘ Old Colouial ’ nestling cosily at their feet. I 
sometimes long for a breath of that bracicg 
Hudson River air, and the sight of a eool, re­ 
freshing rain storm. 
Constant sunshine is 
he rule here, rain and snow are the excep­ 
tions. 
W e are denied the luxurious growth 
o f bush and tree, of grass and sweet-smelling 
flower, in which you Kingstouians revel. W e 
are denied the rippling song of running 
brook, 
the 
delicious coolness of bubbling 
spring, 
and, 
most 
longed-for 
all, 
a 
sight of the noble old Hudson, w ith its 
burden of sail and steam craft. 
W e long for 
these pleasures, I say— yet I doubt whether 
Denverites would give up their beautiful 
City, magnificent Rockies and delightful cli­ 
mate for all that. 
The other day the irri­ 
gating ditches were flooded with w ater for 
the summer. 
I went and sat down on the 
banks of one and listened to the faint ripple of 
the running water. 
Feeble and even un- 
sight iy as it was it brought up memories of 
tiie olden times when I sat on rustic bridge or 
the flowery banks of an Ulster or Dutchess 
County stream. 
It sang faintly hut sweetly 
to m y imaginative ears the old, old song 
which I had heard the divine Albani sing in 
Denver to a crowded and tearful audience; 
Home, home, sweet, sweet home. 
Be it ever so hum ble, there’s n o place like hom e.” 
THE 80UTII rLATTE IUVER. 
‘ * But doesn’t it sound ridiculous to speak o f 
a mere ditch calling up such sentiments ? 
It 
rem inds me too vividly of Mark T w ain ’s 
friend ‘ Jack, ’ 
who sat for hours on the 
shores of a pond in Palestine waiting to hear 
a turtle sing. 
He had understood the scrip­ 
tural 
words ‘ Song of the turtledove, ’ to 
mean song of the turtle. 
A fter listening in 
vain for this turtle to sing, like m any an­ 
other man on as erroneous grounds, he called 
the Bible a dehisiou and a snare. 
Y e t this 
Colorado irrigating ditch is the meanest com­ 
parison on the prairie to a brook. 
We have 
river ’ called the South Platte. 
It is Den­ 
ver’s only supply for factories, and I often 


wonder how she is going to become the great 
City men expect, with so limited a supply. 
Yet it is a w onderfully growing C ity as all 
know. 
‘ Bill N ye’s ’ description of tiiis river 
gives an excellent idea of it. 
He says, ‘ in 
August street sprinklers have to run up aDd 
down over its parched bottom.’ ” 


THE ROCKIES. 
“ Looking from the same window towards 
the setting sun, 1 can see a long range of the 
Rockies extending in view, it is said, for 
nearly 300 miles. 
Pike’s snow-capped peak 
is the southern terminus of the line, while to 
the north we can see a still loftier one, Long’s 
Peak. 
The range rises up abruptly from the 
level plains where Denver lies, the foot hills 
dark and blue-tinted in the distance, much as 
your own Catskills appear to the Dutchess 
County inhabitants. Above and beyond them 
tower the loftiest peaks covered w ith a per­ 
petual robe o f snow, while still higher one 
sees soft, 
white rolls 
of clouds, resemb­ 
ling closely another and grauder chain ot 
mountains. 
The snow-capped peaks can be 
likened to nothing so much as some tali, mag 
nificeni woman, whose skirts are the dark 
blue foot-hills. 
One never tires of looking 
at them, they are so varied in formation. The 
only wish that the homesick beholder has is 
that Denver were Kingston, 
and 
yonder 
grand mountain the wooded Catskills o f Rip 
VanW inkle fame. 
But, 
I'll look n o more, 
Lest my brain turn , an d the d eficien t sight 
Topple d own head lon g.”

K ansas C it y , April 27 .— A Guthrie special 
says; ” W heu shown the dispatch stating that 
Secretary Noble intended to investigate the 
grabbing of town lots by United States of 
ficia's before noon of the twenty-second, 
United States Attorney Walden said: ‘ ‘ No 
overt act of violence was committed by these 
officials as they have not made permanent im­ 
provements. 
T h ey have not acquired any 
title to the lots upon which they have squat 
ted 
and 
any 
man 
can 
go 
upon 
them 
and 
by 
m aking 
permanent 
improvements acquire title. 
I don’t know 
that they have violated their official oaths 
even in going upon the lots before the lioflr 
of noon. 
Town lots do not come under the 
provisions of the President's proclamation. 
This order of Secretary Noble does say so, 
but then these officers entering the Territory 
in the line of duty had to pitch their tents 
somewhere. 
I do not know their intention 
in bringing in extra tents and deputies, but 
clearly in my opinion they have not violated 
their oaths.’ ”

who have heard of this case are anticipating 
an epidemic. 
Dr. Moore, of Arkansas City, 
who is in attendance on Ellsworth, says it is 
a genuine case of small pox, 
and the people 
are excited over the matter, although the 
officials say they can keep it from spreading.

The following letter has l>een received by 
T he F reem an from James Sheerin, a former 
student at Annaudale College, Dutchess 
County, who is now a tutor at St. John’s Col­ 
lege, Denver: WESTWARD HO ! 
"Bill Nye,’ in a late article, makes a fear­ 
ful pun on that old expression, ‘ W estward, 
IIo l’ 
lie speaks of Nebraska farmers 
tickling the ground with the hoe, then wick­ 
edly adds in parenthesis, ‘ the westward 
ho.’ But Colorado soil as yet responds very 
feebly to the tickling of the hoe. It does not 
respond with laughing, blossoming face to 
either the light or heavy touches of this fa­ 
mous ‘ W estward bo.’ That is, speaking 
generally. If it had irrigation it would be a 
perfect soil. This is proved by the beautiful 
gardens and lawns in Denver, where the citi­ 
zens have managed to secure a bountiful sup­ 
ply of water. Who knows but that five 
years from now Congress may have enriched 
this vast territory of W estern Nebraska and 
Kansas, and Eastern Colorado, by streams of 
water brought from the Missouri or some 
other quarter ? The possibilties of the West 
are immeasurable.” 
A llEALTn SANITARIUM. 
“ Denver! Thirty years ago who knew that 
name? To-day who does not know it? It is 
now not only the synonym of wealth and 
progress, but more than all else it is filling 
the hearts of thousands of pale consumptives 
with hopes of health and life. 
To-day 
Colorado, and more particularly Denver, isa 
vast sanitarium, rapidly filling up with hosts 
of Eastern invalids. One cannot walk the 
streets of Denver without meeting a cough- 
victim. Is this an unhealthful place? 
the stranger is tempted to ask. But a few 
months’ residence shows him the glories of 
its climate. He sees friend after friend, who 
had been given up by the doctors in the East, 
living here in health and happiness. The 
caution must always be thrown in, however, 
that one must come before the last spark of 
hope is out. Where is this Denve", and is it 
like Eastern cities in any particular? Is it 
not a frontier mining town with the ;tp- 
purtenauccs thereof, such as frequent shoot- 
gambling. etc.? So asks the New- 
Yorker. 
Well, 
my sluggish 
Eastern 
friend, the simple fact Is, that you are behind 
the times. While you have been sleeping 
away the years of your youth, a country, 
whose hills teem with precious metals, has 
sprung up step by step the steep stairway of 
progress. Yesterday she was a rough min- 
ng camp. To-day she is a Peekskill mili­ 
tary cama, a Catskill mountain picnic party. 
To-day she is a country of homes, clnirclvs 
and schools, the like of which the Ehst has 
not. Again I say this is generally speakiug. 
Any sensible person knows that there m int 
be back villages and towns which yet retain 
a degree of the old rough life. But I speak 
now of the representative cities and towns 
of Denver, of Pueblo, of Colorado Springs, 
and- I may surprise you—of Leadville. Yes, 
Leadvillc, so great are the strides of this 
State, that to-day, that City which six or 
eight years ago was the nest of murderers 
and gamblers, isa City the size of Kingston, 
and I do not lower Kingston, but rather com­ 
pliment it, by saying Leadville is its equal in 
wealth and culture. And why shouldn’t this 
lie ? What did I say in the beginning of this 
letter about Colorado being a sanitarian— 
the continental resort ? This is just the rea­ 
son. Your Eastern invalids of wealth and 
taste flock here with those qualities, and 
they are making Colorado’s capital a para­ 
dise of culture. I, like most Easterners, 
came vaguely expecting to see herds of buf­ 
falo roaming the plains wifh howling painted 
Indians at their heels. I even hesitated about 
bringing my stock of high collars, stiff hats 
and cutaway suits, for fear the jolly cowboy 
would make windows in my chest. W hat 
did I find ? A people ol even more stylish 
dress than in the East; a city of the highest 
culture, where the greatest players and 
operas make their longest and most apprecia­ 
ted runs; and not an Indian or buffalo in 
sight. Disappointing, wasn’t it ? But I am 
determined not to be disappointed. There 
are some Indians a few' hundred miles from 
here surviving—yes, that is the word, surviv­ 
ing, hut scarcely moving—on Government 
support. These I am bound to see if it takes 
my last cent. I learn also that there is a 
stuffed buffalo in the Smithsonian Institute 
at W ashington, which I shall see even at the 
expense of a special trip. Mere Indians and 
buffalos are not going to knock my boyish 
dreams in the head so easily as they may 
think.” 
A COMPARISON. 
‘‘Denver is compared to W ashington, and I 
am inclined to accept the comparison. Like 
that famous Capital,her streets are broad and 
distances magnificent. Everr street is bor­ 
dered with trees, a fact all the more remark­ 
able when we consider the former aridness of 
the soil, and back of these trees, in the midst 
of the prettiest gardens, stand elegant modern 
residences of every conceivable form of arch­ 
itecture. The architect’s seem to have had 
powers plenipotentiary, and to have used 
them. There is not a style which one can­ 
not see ou these handsome avenues. Roman­ 
esque, Queen Anne, Gothic, all are here. 
The school buildings and churches are mod­ 
els, and the best of all is that every building 
in the City is either of brick or stone. Of 
course wood is more difficult to get than these 
materials, for which I feel thankful. Some 
American cities seem doomed to short life by 
their flimsy structures. Denver may escape 
that by her substantial buildings." 
WITn EYES OF IMAGINATION. 
“ I sit here by my window in a large build­ 
ing to the east ot the City. Looking east­ 
ward one can see the vast prairie stretching 
out before him for miles until the horizon 
stops bis gaze. Then with the eyes of his 
imagination he can continue the view for hun­ 
dreds and hundreds of miles, away beyond 
the ‘ Father of W aters’ until the low hills 
and pleasant valleys of Ohio are seen, then, 
looking on s ill further, his eyes fall upon 
those delightful and cool Catskills, with the 
‘ Old Colouial ’ nestling cosily at their feet. I 
sometiqies long for a breath of that bracing 
Hudson River air, and the sight of a cool, re­ 
freshing rain storm. Constant sunshine is 
the rule here, rain and snow are the excep­ 
tions. We are denied the luxurious growth 
of bush and tree, of grass and sweet-smelling 
flower, in which you Kingstouians revel. We 
are denied the rippling song of running 
brook, the delicious coolness of bubbling 
spring, 
and, 
most longed-for 
all, a 
sight of the noble old Hudson, with its 
burden of sail and steam craft. W e long for 
these pleasures, I say—yet I doubt w'hether 
Denverites would give up their beautiful 
City, magnificent Rockies and delightful cli­ 
mate for all that. The other day the irri­ 
gating ditches were flooded w’ith water for 
the summer. I went and sat down on the 
banks of one and listened to the faint ripple of 
the running water. 
Feeble and even un­ 
sightly as it was it brought up memories of 
tlie olden times when I sat on rustic bridge or 
the flowery banks of an Ulster or Dutchess 
County stream. It sang faintly but sweetly 
to my imaginative ears the old, old song 
which I had heard the divine Albani sing in 
Denver to a crowded and tearful audience: 
Home, home, sweet, sweet home. 
Be it ever so humble, there’s no place like home.” 
THE SOUTH PLATTE RIVER. 
‘ ‘ But doesn’t it sound ridiculous to speak of 
a mere ditch calling up such sentiments ? It, 
reminds me too vividly of Mark Twnin’s 
friend ‘ Jack, ’ who sat for hours on the 
shores of a pond in Palestine waiting to hear 
a turtle sing. He had understood the scrip­ 
tural words * Song of the turtledove, ’ to 
mean song of the turtle. After listening in 
vain for this turtle to sing, like many an­ 
other man on as erroneous grounds, he called 
the Bible a dehisiou and a snare. Yet this 
Colorado Irrigating ditch is the meanest com­ 
parison on the prairie to a brook. We have 
a ‘ river ’ called the South Platte. It is Den­ 
ver’s only supply for factories, and I often 


wonder how sh# is going to become the great 
City men expect, with so limited a supply. 
Yet it is a wonderfully growing City as all 
know. ‘ Bill Nye’s ’ description of tiiis river 
gives an excellent idea of it. He says, ‘ in 
August street sprinklers have to run up aDd 
down over its parched bottom.’” 
TnE ROCKIES. 
“ Looking from the same window towards 
the setting sun, I can see a long range of the 
Rockies extending in view, it is said, for 
nearly '.100 miles. Pike’s snow capped peak 
is the southern terminus of the line, whiie to 
the north we can see a still loftier one, Long’s 
Peak. The range rises Up abruptly from the 
level plains where Denver lies, the foot-hills 
dark and blue-tinted iu the distance, much as 
your own Catskills appear to the Dutchess 
County inhabitants. Above and beyond them 
tcwer the loftiest peaks covered with a per­ 
petual rolie of snow, while still higher one 
sees soft, white rolls of clouds, resemb­ 
ling closely another and grander chain ot 
mountains. The snow-capped peaks can lie 
likened to nothing so much as some tall, mag­ 
nificent woman, whose skirts arc the dark 
blue foot-hills. One never tires of looking 
at them, they are so varied in formation. The 
only wish that the homesick beholder has is 
that Denver were Kingston, and yonder 
grand mountain the wooded Catskills of Rip 
VanW inkle fame. But, 
I’ll look no more, 
Lest my brain turn, and the deficient sight 
Topple down headlong.” 
“ Ja m e s S h e e r in . ”

W hat United Staten A ttorney Says A bout

grabbing of town lots by United States of­ 
ficials before noon of the twenty-second. 
United States Attorney Walden said: “ No 
overt act of violence was committed by these 
officials as they have not made permanent im­ 
provements. They have not acquired any 
title to the lots upon which they have squat­ 
ted 
and 
any 
man 
can 
go 
upon 
them 
and 
by 
making 
permanent 
improvements acquire title. I don’t know 
that they have violated their official oaths 
even iu going upon the lots before the hofir 
of noon. Tow n lots do not come under the 
provisions of the President’s proclamation. 
This order of Secretary Noble does say so, 
but then these officers entering the Territory 
in the line of duty had to pitch their tents 
somewhere. I do not know' their intention 
in bringing in extra tents and deputies, but 
clearly in my opinion they have not violated 
their oatlis.’ ”

and are paying tribute to the provisional local 
Government. Iu spite of the exodus north 
and south to the Chickasaw Nation, and west 
to the Texas Pan Handle, the land office is 
kept busy.

W alter N.Gill to fill the vacancy in tlie Board 
of Health caused by the resignation of John 
R. Stebbins. 
On motion of Alderman Dederick the ap­ 
pointment was confirmed. 
m a y o r’s v e t o . 
The veto by the Mayor of the resolution di­ 
recting improvements to be made to the 
Abeel-street and Hurley-avenue engine houses 
as read. 
Alderman Beck moved that action “ be ta­ 
ken upon the communication to-night.” Car­ 
ried.Alderman W icber moved that the resolu­ 
tion relating to tlie Abeel-street engine house 
improvement, vetoed by the Mayor, have full 
force and effect, notwithstanding such veto. 
Aldermen Wieber and Dolson spoke iu op­ 
position to the veto. 
Alderman Brinnicr and Kraft favored sus­ 
taining tlie Mayor. 
A vote whs taken an d resulted ayes 12, 
noes 5, those in tlie negative being Aldermen 
Kraft, Goodsell, Murray, Hamburger and 
Brinnier. 
Alderman Brinnier said it required 1:3 votes 
to pass a resolution over tlie Mayor’s veto.

That this old Colonial City is truly Ameri­ 
can, and has not forgotten the noble deeds of 
the historic chieftain who led his troops to a 
victory which forever settled the question 
whether this country should be free or be for­ 
ever subject to a foreign power, is manifested 
in the interest its citizens are evincing in the 
coming Washington Centennial Celebration 
in Ncw-York. Not alone will a very large 
number of its people visit the Metropolis to 
pay dutiful homage to the memory of the 
first President of the United States, but one 
of its finest fire organizations and its crack 
military company will take prominent part in 
the event, an example which no doubt will 
be emulated by a future generation a hundred 
years hence. Nor is this all. This City is 
proud—and justly so—of its number of large, 
fleet and well appointed steamboats that are 
owned here. Several of these lioats will hold 
conspicuous places in the Merchant Marine 
Naval Parade, on Monday, the first day of 
the Celebration. 
MERCHANT MARINE N tVAL TARADE. 
The steamboat Mary Powell, which has 
liecn assigned a place next to the Vice-Admi­ 
ral’s fiag ship, will leave here at an 
early hour on Monday morning for 
the Metropolis. 
The “ Queen of 
the 
Hudson” will l>e brave with flags and 
will lie commanded by Captain A. E. Ander 
son, who recognizes the especial distinction and 
honor bestowed upon the Powell. On Tues 
day the Powell will convey the West Point 
cadets to the Metropolis, where they will dis 
play a part of their governmental instruction 
in the grand military parade. Another cen­ 
tral figure in the patriotic flotilla will be the 
steamer “ City of Kingston,” Captain W. S. 
VanKeuren, which will leave here on Sunday 
evening at 10 o'clock. < )ther boats owned by 
the Cornell Steamboat Company will also be 
found in line. The display of water craft will 
astonish the tens of thousands who will be 
hold it.

T hem were 10.000 citizens to vote, 
and neither polling place nor ballot laities had 
been par pa red.

There were 
three candidates to tic voted for, H ogget),Hill 
and Kelly, and three straight lines three feet 
apart were m arked out, and the supporters of 
each told to take their places on one of the 
lines. A rushing m ighty wind came and broke 
up the election before 
Hie result could 
be declared. 
Hut the same plan will be tried 
again to day. 
When the men are all rauged 
in their respective lines, the length of each 
will be measured, and the successful candi­ 
date will be declared elected by a m ajority of 
a certain num ber of feet. 
T he opportunities for fraud are reduced to 
a m inim um by (his arrangem ent. 
As the 
men arc placed in file, one before the other, 
the m an with the large stomach would of 
course outvote his gaunt neigh lair in the op 
positeline, but why should be not ? 
He is a 
larger and more im portant citizen, covering 
more ground, consum ing more food, wear­ 
ing more clothing, and (h its contributing more 
largely to tile e m p lo y m e n t! labor, the activ­ 
ity of trade, and the taxes that m aintain the 
government. 
It is the only m ethod yet de­ 
vised by which the citizen can cast a vote 
commensurate with his im portance. 
The op 
portunity for fraud is afforded only by an ar­ 
tificial distension of the stom ach, as actors 
sometimes put on garm ents m uch too large 
and stuff them with cottoc or rags to give 
them the appearance of corpulency. 
B ut if a 
hot day is chosen for the election this is not 
likely to prove a popular m ethod of cheating. 
One of the beneficial results will be a division 
of political forces on new Hues. 
Politicians 
Will be moat eager to court the favor of the 
party of big stomachs and the party of long 
feet. 
Hence beer and leather will become the 
leading subjects for favorable legislation. 
Of course bribery 
will lie impossible, 
for 
Ute 
discipline 
of 
the 
line 
will 


be perfect. 
No 
man 
will 
be 
allowed 
to turn to the voter behind him nnd try to 
corrupt his vote, or to whisper tem ptation to 
the one in front. 
N either will lie be able to 
pass from man to man distributing green­ 
backs or standard dollars, for his own place 
will be in the line if he would not forfeit his 
vote. 
There is a great moral advantage in 
taking the entire ballot in a single moment. 
The bulldozer m ust lie quick in his w ork,and 
the man of “ influence ” will lie of little ac­ 
count. 
And so dem ocratic is the plan that 
the fat bar tender would count even more 
than the dim inutive Jay Gould. 
Gov. Hill probably regrets that this plan 
had not been devised before he drew the Lin- 
son bill. 
It is a departure from our old nnd 
ineffective methods so novel and so radical 
that a grout many people would be attracted 
by it. 
Not the least among its m erits is the 
fact that the victors, as soon as the result was 
announced, wculd lie arranged for a trium ­ 
phal procession. 
The 
vanquished could 
kindly be perm itted lo break ranks and go 
home. 


A BIG DA Y'S WORK.

WESTWARD HO ! 
" 'Hill Nyc,’ in a late article, makes a fear­ 
ful pun on that old expression, ‘ Westward, 
H o i’ 
lie s[)eaks of 
Nebraska farmers 
tickling the ground with the hoe, then wick­ 
edly adds 
in parenthesis, ‘ the westward 
ho.’ Hut Colorado soil as yet responds very 
feebly to the tickling of the hoe. It does not 
respond with laughing, blossoming face lo 
either the light or heavy touches of this fa 
molts ' Westward ho.’ That is, speaking 
generally. 
If it iiad irrigation it would lie a 
perfect soil. 
This is proved by the beautiful 
gardens and lawns in Denver, where the citi­ 
zens itave mannered to secure a teuntiful sup­ 
ply of waler. 
Who knows hut that five 
years from now Congress may have enriched 
this vast territory of Western Nebraska and 
Kansas, and Eastern Colorado, by streams of 
water brought from the .Missouri or some 
other quarter ? The possibilties of the West 
are immeasurable.” 


A HEALTH HANITAIUL'M. 
“ Denver! Thirty years ago w ho knew that 
name? To day w ho docs not know it? 
It is 
now not only the synonym of wealth and 
progress, but more than all else It is filling 
the hearts of thousands of pale consumptives 
with hope's of health aud life. 
To-day 
Colorado, and more particularly Denver, is a 
vast sanitarium, rapidly filling up with hosts 
of Eastern invalids. 
One cannot walk the 
streets of Denver without meeting a cough­ 
ing victim. 
Is this an unhealthful place? 
the stranger is tempted to ask. 
Hut a few 
months’residence shows him the glories of 
its climate, 
lie secs friend after friend, w ho 
had been given up by the doctors in the East, 
living here it) health and happiness. 
The 
caution must always be thrown in, however, 
that one must come tefore the last spark of 
hope is out. 
Where is this Denve", and is it 
like Eastern cities in any particular? 
Is it 
not a frontier mining town with the ap 
purtcnaoces thereof, such as frequent shoot­ 
ing, gambling, 
etc.? So asks the New- 
Yorker. 
Well. 
my 
sluggish 
Eastern 
friend, the simple fact is, that you are behind 
the times. 
While you have been sleeping 
away the years of your youth, a country, 
whose hills teem with precious metals, has 
sprung tip step by step the steep stairway of 
progress. 
Yesterday she was a rough min 
jug ( amp. 
T oday she to a Peekskill mili­ 
tary catlin, a Catskill mountain picnic party. 
Today abe is a country of homes, church"* 
and schools, the like of which the E*tst has 
not. 
Again I say this is generally speaking. 
Any sensible person knows that there mint 
la* back villages and tow ns which yet retain 
n degree of the old rough life. 
Hut I speak 
now of the representative cities and towns 
of Denver, of Pueblo, of Colorado Springs, 
and—I may surprise you—of Leadville. Yes. 
Leadville, so great are the strides of this 
State, that today, that City which six or 
eight years ago was lite nest of murderers 
aud gamblers, is a City the size of Kingston, 
and I do not lower Kingston, hut rather com­ 
pliment it. by saying Leadville is its equal in 
wealth and culture. 
And why shouldn't this 
te ? 
What did I say in the teginniug of this 
letter ubotu Colorado teing a sanitarian— 
the continental resort ? This is just the rea­ 
son. 
Your Eastern invalids of wealth and 
taste flock 
here with those qualities, and 
they are making Colorado's capital a para­ 
dise of culture. 
I. like most Easterners, 
came vaguely expel ling to see herds of buf­ 
falo roaming the plain* wilt) howling painted 
Indians at their heels. I even hesitated ateut 
bringing my stock of high collars, stiff hats 
and cutaway suits, for fear the jolly cow boy 
would make windows in mv chest. 
What 
did I find ? 
A people of even more stylish 
dress than in the East; a eity of the highest 
culture, 
where 
the greatest player* and 
operas make their longest ami most apprteia 
ted runs; aud not an luilian or buffalo in 
sight. 
Disappointing, wasn’t it? 
Hut I am 
determined not to la* disappointed. 
There 
are some Indians a few hundred miles from 
here surviving—ye*, that is the word, surviv­ 
ing, hut scarcely moving—on Government 
support. 
These I am bound to sis; if it takes 
my Im ! erat. 
I learn also that there is a 
sniffed buffalo in the Smithsonian Institute 
at Washington, which I shall see even al the 
expense of a special trip. 
Mere Indians and 
buffalos are not going to knock my Uiyisli 
dreams in the bead so easily as they may 
think.” 


A COMPARISON. 
“ Denver is compared to Washington, and I 
am inclined to accept the comparison. 
Like 
that famous Capital,her streets are broad and 
distances magnificent. 
Every strict is bor­ 
dered with tree*, a fact all the more remark­ 
able when we consider the former aridness of 
the soil, and hack of these tnt**, in the midst 
of the prettiest ganiens, stand elegant modern 
n*sidenees of every conceivable form of arch­ 
itecture. 
The urchitecfs seem to have had 
lowers plenipotentiary, and to have used 
them. 
There is not a style which one can­ 
not see ou these handsome avenues. 
Roman­ 
esque, Queen Anne, Gothic, al) are here. 
The school buildings and churches urc mod­ 
els, anil the test of all is that every building 
iii the City is either of brick or stone. 
Of 
course wood is more difficult lo get than these 
materials, for which I feel thankful. 
Some 
American cities seem doomed to short life by 
their flimsy structure*. 
Denver may escape 
that by her substantial buildings.” 


WITH EYES OF IMAGINATION. 
“ I sit here by my window in a large build 
ing to the east ot the City. 
Looking east­ 
ward one can see the vast prairie stretching 
out before bim for miles until the horizon 
stops his gaze. 
Then with the eyes of his 
imagination he can continue the view for hun­ 
dreds and hundreds of miles, away teyond 
the * Father of W aters’ until the low hills 
und pleasant valleys of Ohio are seen, then, 
looking on s ill further, his eyes fall upon 
those delightful and cool Catskills, with the 
‘ Old Colonial ’ nestling cosily at their feet. I 
sometimes long for a breath of that braeirg 
Hudson Hi vet air, and the sight of acool, re­ 
freshing rain storm. 
Constant sunshine is 
the rule here. tain and snow are the excep­ 
tions. 
We are denied the luxurious grow th 
of hush and tree, of grass and sweet-smelling 
flower, in which you Kingstouians revel. We 
are dcuied the rippling song of running 
brook, the 
delicious coolness of bubbling 
spring, 
and, 
most 
longed-for 
all, 
a 
sight of the noble old Hudson, with its 
burden of sail and steam craft. 
We long for 
these pleasures, I say—yet I doubt whether 
Denverite* would give up their beautiful 
City, magnificent Rockies aud delightful cli­ 
mate for all that. 
The other day the irri­ 
gating ditches were flooded with water for 
the summer. 
I went and sat down on the 
hanks of one and listened to the faint ripple of 
the running water. 
Feeble and even un­ 
sightly as it was it brought up memories of 
lite olden time* when I sat on rustic bridge or 
the flowery hanks of an Ulster or Dutchess 
County stream. 
It sang faintly but sweetly 
to my imaginative ears the old, old song 
which I had beard the divine Alban! sing in 
Denver to a crowded and tearful audience: 


H om e, home, sweet, sweet hom e. 
Be it ever so hum ble, th ere’B no place like h om e.” 


THE SOUTH PLATTE RIVER. 
“ Butdoesu’t it sound ridiculous to speak of 
a mere ditch calling up such sentiments ? It 
reminds me too vividly of Mark Twnin’s 
friend 1 Jack, ’ who sat (or hours on the 
shores of a pond in Palestine waiting to hear 
a turtle sing. 
He had understood the scrip­ 
tural words 4 Song of the turtledove, ’ to 
mean song of the turtle. 
After listening in 
vain for this turtle to sing, like many an­ 
other mnn on as erroneous grounds, he called 
the Bible a dekisiou and a snare. 
Yet this 
Colorado Irrigating ditch is the meanest com­ 
parison on the prairie to a brook. 
We have 
a ‘ river ’ called the South Platte. 
It is Den­ 
ver’s only supply for factories, and I often 


wonder how she is j^olrtg to become the great 
City men expect, with so limited a supply. 
Yet it is a wonderfully growing City ns all 
know. 
* Bill Nye’s ’ description of this river 
gives an excellent idea of it. 
He says, ‘ in 
August street sprinklers have to run up and 
down over its | arched bottom.’ ” 


THE ROCKIES. 
“ Looking from the same window* towards 
the setting sun, I can see a long range of the 
Rockies extending in view, it is said, for 
nearly JOO miles. 
Pike’s snow capped peak 
is the southern terminus of the line, while to 
the north we ran see a still loftier one, Long’s 
Peak.
